The subject matters of claims 1-16 appear to mvolve an inventive step in view of documents 1-9 cited in 
le ISR. 

Documents 1-9 do not describe a filter comprising (1) a common mode choke connected between the AC 
output termmal of a power converter and the input terminal of an AC circuit and (2) a connecting means for 
connecting the lead wire fix>m the neutral point of the AC circuit to the reference potential point small in 
potential variation provided on the power system side in reference to the power converter, for letting the current 
flow to the neutral point of the AC circuit to thereby effectively operate the common mode choke. This 
constitution is not considered to be obvious to a person skilled in the art either. 
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
